To  the   General  Assembly  of  Blaryland  : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Art.  VI.,  Sec.  2,  of 
the  Constitution,  and  of  Art.  XXII,  Sec,  9,  of  the  Code 
of  Public  General  Laws^  I  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury  at  the 
close   of  the  last  fiscal  year  : 

RECEIPTS. 

The  total  receipts  into  the  Treasury  from  all  sources, 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30th,  1867, 
amounted  to  $2,362,876.88,  which  sum,  added  to  the 
balance  in  the  Treasury  on  September  30th,  1866,  make 
the  aggregate  in  the  Treasury,  $2,730,693.24,  as  will 
more  fully  appear  by  reference  to  Statement  ''A,"  in  the 
appendix   to  this   report. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

By  reference  to  Statement  '^B,"  it  will  appear  that  the 
disbursements  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $2,5735- 
855.24,  and  the  balance  remaining  in  the  Treasury  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  $156,838.00.  The  different  pur- 
poses for  which  these  disbursements  were  made  will  be 
more  fully  referred  to  in  another  place. 

ESTIMATES. 

Statement  '^C"  will  show  the  estimated  receipts  into 
the  Treasury  during  the  fiscal  year  which  ends  September 
30th,  1868,  to  be  $1,822,000.00.  The  probable  disburse- 
ment during  the  same  period,  as  exhibited  by  Statement 
"D,"  will  amount  to  $1,9'73,000.00,  being  $151,000.00 
,more  than  the  estimated  receipts. 
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The  action  of  tlie  Legislature  of  1867,  repealing  the 
^'Bounty  Tax,"  and  the  liberal  appropriations  made  for 
charitable  and  other  purposes,  has  left  the  Treasury  in  a 
straightened  condition,  and  reduced  the  cash  balance  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  much  below  the  amount 
usually  remaining  on  hand,  and  more  than  the  difference 
of  probable  receipts  and  disbursements. 

THE  ''FUNDS." 

Statement  ''E"  exhibits  the  Free  School  and  Sinking 
Fund,  constituting  the  "Funds,"  as  they  are  styled. 

There  remained  in  the  Treasury  on  the  30th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1866,  to  the  credit  of  the  "Free  School  Fund" 
17,598.77.  The  receipts  during  the  year  ending  30th  of 
)September,  1867,  on  account  of  the  "Free  School  Fund,' 
$61,773.42,  making  an  aggregate  of  $69,372.19.  The 
disbursements  during  this  period  amount  to  $66,406.13, 
.leaving  a  balance  on  the  30th.  September  last,  to  the 
credit  of  the  "Free  School  Fund"  of  $2,966.06. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  receipts  on  account  of 
"Free  Schools"  have  decreased,  as  compared  with  former 
years,  caused  by  nearly  all  the  banks  of  the  State  being 
converted  into  National  Banks,  and  refusing  or  failing  to 
pay  the  twenty  cents  tax  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
their  capital  stock,  as  a  "bonus"  on  their  charter  as 
State  Banks. 

None  of  the  National  Banks  have  paid  during  the  last 
fiscal  year ;  not  being  dependent  on  the  State  for  their 
charters,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  law  could  be  enforced. 
Such  is  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General. 

Statement  "F"  shows  the  amount  realized  from  the 
sale  of  stocks  held  by  the  State,  as  authorized  by  Chap. 
170,  of  1866,  to  be  $55,384.50,  or  $1,204.50  more  than 
the  par  value  of  said  stocks. 

Statement  "Gr"  exhibits  the  items  and  aggregate 
amount  constituting  the  several  funds  invested  for  the 
Ibenefit  of,  and  belonging  to  the  "Free  School  Fund," 
amounting  to  $305,801.14,  less  the  sum  of  $2,287.14, 
to   the   credit  of  the   "Indigent  Blind." 
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This  tabic  also  exhibits  the  amount  of  the  "Sinking 
Fund"  to  be  $1,520,370.44,  of  wliich  sum  $301,257.14  is 
not  invested,  ibr  the  reason  that  no  State  stocks  can  be 
bonght  at  par,  and  tlie  law  authorizes  no  other  investment 
to  be  made  by  the  Treasurer. 

ASSESSMENT  AND  LEVY. 

Statement  "H"  shows  the  value  of  real  and  personal 
property  of  the  State,  under  the  assessment  of  1852,  to  be 
$280,501,474.00,  and  the  amount  levied  thereon  for  the  year 
1867,  viz:  ''Direct  tax,"  five  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  "  Public  School  tax,"  fifteen  cents,  amounting 
to  $561,003.14. 

There  was  an  omission  of  one  cent  on  the  hundred  dollars 
to  pay  the  interest  and  create  a  Sinking  Fund  on  the  ''South- 
ern Relief  Loan  "  lor  the  year  1867,  by  reason  of  the  law 
not  being  enacted  until  after  most  of  the  counties  had  made 
their  levies. 

This  can  be  remedied  by  levying  two  cents  tlie  ensuing 
year. 

THE  STATE'S  CAPITAL  AND  INTERNAL  IMPROVE- 
MENTS. 

Statement  <'I"  shows  the  "productive"  and  "unpro- 
ductive" stocks,  in  which  the  Capital  of  the  State  is  invested, 
the  "productive"  amounting  to $8,059,487.47,  and  the  "un- 
productive" to  $18,562,787.12.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted 
that  the  latter  preponderates  so  much  over  the  former,  caused 
chiefly  by  the  original  stock  and  accumulated  interest  of  the 
"Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Comjjany." 

This  Company  appears  now  to  be  in  a  more  prosperous 
condition  than  at  any  former  period,  with  a  strong  proba- 
bility that  ere  many  years  it  will  be  one  of  the  most  profit- 
able investments  to  the  State.  But  should  there  never  be 
any  dividend  realized  from  this  source,  the  facilities  afforded 
for  the  transportation  of  the  agricultural  and  mineral  wealth 
of  this  section  of  the  State,  thereby  increasing  the  value  of 
property  of  all  kinds,  will  render,  and  has  already  rendered 
it,  a  good  investment.  In  1852  the  total  assessed  value  of 
property  in  Allegany  county  was  $5,554,278;  and  in  1867 
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the  total  value  is  $16,754,976,  showing  an  increase  of  more 
than  three  hundred  per  cent.  J  chiefly  from  the  facilities  for 
the  transportation  of  coal  by  the  Canal. 

It  is  true  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  contributed 
largely  to  this  enhanced  value  of  Western  Maryland,  but  not 
equal  to  the  Canal. 

Maryland  may  well  be  proud  of  her  system  of  "  Public 
Works,"  and  the  liberal  aid  she  has  extended  to  them. 

Almost  every  county  has  a  rail  road  constructed  or  in 
progress,  and  ere  half  a  score  of  years  has  elapsed,  these 
great  arteries  of  wealth  and  commerce,  penetrating  every 
section,  will  be  counted  by  thousands  instead  of  hundreds  of 
miles. 

These  will  constitute  the  proudest  monument  that  can  be 
erected  and  the  richest  gift  she  can  bestow. 

THE  PUBLIC  DEBT. 

The  net '  ^Funded  Debt' '  of  the  State,  as  shown  by  Statement 
"K,"  upon  which  interest  is  to  be  provided,  is  $7,614,413.43. 
The  total  "Funded  Debt"  is  $10,891,802.32,  but  the 
"  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,"  which  formerly 
paid  the  interest  in  London  upon  that  portion  of  the  five  per 
cent.  Sterling  Debt  created  for  their  use,  now  pay  the  interest 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  on  $3,000,000  directly  into  the 
Treasury. 

By  adding  the  stock  held  for,  and  the  cash  due  the  ''  Sink- 
ing Fund,"  amounting  to  $1,529,379.44,  to  the  State's 
'^productive"  and  "unproductive"  capital,  it  will  be  seen 
that  her  resources  are  ample  as  an  offset  to  the  "  Funded 
Debt." 

THE  NEW  ASSESSMENT. 

Statement  "J"  exhibits  the  assessment  of  the  State  by 
counties  and  districts  of  Baltimore  City,  making  a  total  value 
of  property  of  all  kinds  in  1866,  as  amended  by  Act  of  1867, 
of  $492,653,472. 

The  assessment  of  1852  exhibits  $280,501,474,  being  an 
increase  of  $212,151,998.  If  the  value  of  slave  property 
destroyed  by  the  war  be  added  to  this,  it  would  make  an 
increase  of  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  on  the  assessment  of  1852. 
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The  levy  of  1868  will  be  made  on  the  last  assessment,  and  at 
the  present  rate  of  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  5 
will  exceed  the  last  levy  by  $424,303.80,  which  will  be  snC 
ficient  to  meet  the  demands  upon  tiie  Treasury  when  the 
•deficiency  existing  at  this  time  is  provided  for. 

For  "Public Schools,"  ten  cents  will  realize  $72,000  more 
than  the  present  levy  and  be  a  liberal  provision. 

This  estimate  of  taxes  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  no 
further  provision  be  made  for  "bounties,"  to  which  I  would 
respectfully  call  your  attention  in  a  subsequent  paragraph. 

BOUNTY. 

Statement  "L"  exhibits  the  amount  paid  on  account  of 
"Bounty,"  during  the  last  fiscal  year  to  be  $335,397.56,  of 
which  sum  $194,845.60  was  paid  into  the  Treasury  from 
various  sources,  including  $79,050,  returned  by  the  County 
and  Bounty  Commissioners  under  Chapter  167  of  1867. 

The  total  amount  disbursed  for  "Bounty"  from  1864  to 
1867  inclusive,  is  shown  to  be  $4,196,864.25,  and  the  receipts 
during  this  period  from  all  sources  is  $2,364,107.94,  or 
$1,822,756.31,  in  excess  of  receipts. 

The  "Bounties"  paid  by  the  State,  under  the  Acts  of  1864 
and  the  amendments  thereto,  have  never  been  proper  / 
adjusted  and  equalized.  The  volunteers  and  drafted  men  of 
1861  and  1862,  have  never  received  any  bounty  ;  the  for  mer 
owners  of  enlisted  slaves  and  the  slaves  themselves  have  only 
been  paid  two  hundred  dollars,  when  free  negroes  were  paid 
by  the  same  law,  three  hundred  dollars,  "thereby  declaring 
the  free  negro  more  valuable  than  the  slave,  which  expe- 
rience has  not  verified. 

The  State  has  gone  too  far  in  the  settlement  of  these  claims 
to  recede.  I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  to  your  fa- 
vorable consideration,  (regarding  these  claims  as  ajust  demand 
on  the  generosity  of  the  State,)  the  full  recognition  from  the 
beginning  to  the  close  of  the  war,  of  all  "volunteers," 
"drafted  men,"  those  who  paid  "commutation,"  those  who 
furnished  "substitutes,"  drafted  or  otherwise,  and  a  further 
bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  the  "former  owners  of 
•enlisted  slaves." 


I  have  never  been  able  to  see  any  good  reason  why  the 
volunteers  and  drafted  men  of  1863  and  1865,  should  have 
preference  over  those  of  1861,  1862  and  1864.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  drafted  men  had  to  pay  higher  for  substi- 
tutes under  the  State  draft  of  October,  1862,  in  proportion  to 
the  time  to  serve,  than  for  any  other  period  during  the  war. 

There  is  another  class  of  persons  to  whom  I  would  respect- 
fully call  your  attention,  viz  :  The  former  owners  of  slaves 
enlisted  from  Maryland  and  credited  to  other  States.  As  the 
laws  exist  at  present,  it  requires,  before  owners  can  be  paid, 
that  muster  rolls  certifying  that  the  volunteer  has  been 
credited  on  the  quota  of  Maryland  must  be  filed  with  the 
Comptroller.  The  former  owners  would  most  assuredly  have 
preferred  that  their  slaves  should  have  been  credited  on  the 
quota  of  Maryland,  thereby  reducing  the  number  of  men  to- 
be  furnished,  but  in  very  many  and  most  cases  they  were 
taken  without  the  consent  of  any  one,  inveigled  from  the 
State,  and  credited  to  other  States  having  no  claim  to  their 
services.  I  think  it  is  entirely  just  that  the  former  owners 
should  be  paid  when  satisfactory  evidence  is  exhibited  that 
these  slaves  were  duly  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

MISCELLANEOUS  RECEIPTS. 

The  receipts  into  the  Treasury  from  the  various  sources  of 
revenue  will  be  found  on  tables  from  numbers  1  to  14  inclu- 
sive, and  each  specific  amount  fully  set  forth. 

BALANCES  DUE  FROM  COLLECTORS  AND  OTHERS. 

Table  No.  15  shows  the  balance  of  direct  and  Public 
School  taxes  in  the  hands  of  the  collectors  of  the  counties  and 
Baltimore  City,  to  be  $293,647.12,  for  the  year  1867. 

Tables  Nos.  17  to  20  exhibit  a  list  of  balances  due  by  col- 
lectors of  State  taxes  from  1841  to  1866  inclusive,  to  be 
1701,986.42  ;  also  a  considerable  sum  due  from  Inspectors,, 
Clerks  of  Courts,  Registers  of  Wills,  and  Sheriffs. 

A  large  portion  of  these  balances  is  for  years  far  back,  and 
which  can  never  be  collected,  the  principals  and  securities  in. 
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very  many  instance's  Leing  either  dead  or  insolvent.  It  is  a 
labor  to  bring  forward  every  yvar  a  lint  of  these  delinquents 
and  the  several  amounts. 

Some  of  my  predecessors  have  recommended,  from  time  to 
time,  such  legislation  as  was  necessary  to  relieve  this  Depart- 
ment of  these  useless  accounts  by  authorizing  them  to  be 
struck  from  the  books.  I  would  most  earnestly  commend 
the  subject  to  your  consideration,  that  you  may  take  such 
action  as  you  deem  proper.  A  duo  regard  for  the  interest 
and  credit  of  the  IState  would  include  delinquents  from  what- 
ever source. 

Table  No.  22  exhibits  a  list  of  the  "  Incorporated  Institu- 
tions "  of  the  State,  whose  accounts  require  to  be  adjusted 
before  the  amount  of  their  liabilities  can  be  ascertained. 
Many  of  tlicm  have  made  no  returns  and  otliers  only 
partial. 

The  Constitution  of  1867  makes  provision  for  the  ai)point- 
ment  of  a  Commission  of  three  persons  learned  in  the  law  to 
prepare  drafts  of  General  Laws,  where  such  laws  can  be 
made  ;  also  for  revising  and  amending,  so  far  as  may  be 
necessary  or  expedient,  the  existing  laws,  providing  for  the 
creation  of  "Corporations."  It  is  earnestly  desired  that 
they  shall  be  more  stringent  than  at  present. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The  amount  received  from  "  Inspectors  of  Grain  "  for  the 
last  iiscal  year,  over  and  above  their  salaries,  is  $5,996.93, 
exceeding  the  previous  year  by  $2,956.88. 

The  receipts  from  "Inspections  of  Tobacco"  during  the 
last  fiscal  year  amount  to  $55,050.41,  being  an  excess  of 
$25,095.29  over  the  year  1866.  The  salaries  of  the  "In- 
spectors" for  this  period,  $12,500  ;  net  receipts  from 
"Tobacco  Warehouses,"  $42,550.41 ;  showing  a  very  favor- 
able condition. 

No  emolument  returns  have  been  received  from  the 
"Inspectors  of  Flour  "  during  the  past  year.  The  im- 
pression prevails  generally  that  this  inspection  should  be 
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made  a  source  of  revenue.  There  can  be  no  reasonable 
'doubt  but  that,  including  tbe  drawings,  these  Inspectors 
receive  much  larger  emoluments  than  the  law  allows.  I 
recommend  the  subject  to  your  careful  investigation. 

EASTERN  SHORE  APPROPRIATIONS. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1860,  chap. 
:303,  subscriptions  have  been  made  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
several  '^Eastern  Shore  Rail  Roads,"  and  a  portion  of  the 
subscription  paid. 

To  the  "  Maryland  and  Delaware  Rail  Road,"  $15,105.00, 
the  full  balance;  to  ''Wicomico  and  Pocomoke  Rail 
Road,"  $32,000,  in  part ;  to  "  Bohemia  Bridge  Company," 
15,292.33,  being  part  of  the  appropriation  to  Cecil  county. 

Both  of  these  last  appropriations  will  be  paid  in  full,  on 
completion,  during  the  current  calendar  year. 

AGRICULTURAL  LAND  SCRIP. 

By  an  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2,  1862,  and 
accepted  by  the  State,  "  Land  Scrip"  to  the  amount  of 
209,920  acres,  for  the  benefit  of  "  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical Arts,"  was  delivered  to  one  of  my  predecessors.  On 
tlie  20th  of  March  last,  having  received  sealed  proposals 
from  several  parties  for  the  purchase  of  said  scrip,  I  laid  the 
matter  before  the  Governor  and  Treasurer,  and  with  their 
consent  and  approval  accepted  the  offer  of  G.  F.  Lewis,  Esq., 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  at  SSyVir  per  acre,  realizing  the  sum  of 
|112,504.  By  the  Act  of  1866,  chap.  53,  an  allowance  of 
ten  per  cent,  is  given  the  State  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
to  reimburse  in  part  for  moneys  advanced  to  the  "  Agricul- 
tural College."  Deducting  the  commission  leaves  the  sum 
of  $101,253.60,  of  which  sum  $100,000  has  been  invested  in 
the  "  Southern  Relief  Fund,"  drawing  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  on  the  first  of  January 
and  July. 

The  entire  payments  were  not  made  till  June,  and  the 
bonds  were  issued  on  the  first  of  July,  1867.  The  first  semi- 
annual interest  will  be  paid  on  the  first  of  January,  1868. 
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The  residue  of  $1,253. fiO  will  be  disposed  of  as  tlie  General 
Assembly  may  direct,  but  being  so  small  a  sum,  it  would  be 
MS  well  to  pay  it  directly  to  the  college. 

RECEIPTS  FROM  PUBLIC  WORKS. 

The  "  Northern  Central  Railway  "  has  promptly  paid  the 
$90,000  annuity  due  the  State,  and  the  "  Tide  Water  Canal 
Company  "  $60,000  on  account  of  interest.  The  **  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company"  paid  into  the  Treasury 
,$490,121,28,  a  sum  much  less  than  that  paid  in  during  tlie 
fiscal  year  ending  September,  1866.  The  deficiency  is 
chiefly  in  the  receipts  from  passengers  on  the  "  Washington 
Branch,"  and  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  diminished  trans- 
portation since  the  close  of  the  war. 

Of  this  sum  $180,000  was  on  account  of  interest  on  the 
Sterling  Bonds  issued  and  delivered  to  this  Company  under 
the  Act  of  1838.  Up  to  October,  1865,  this  Company  pro- 
vided for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  these  bonds  in 
London  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  with  ex- 
change and  commissions,  but  the  rate  of  exchange  and 
premium  amounting  to  more  than  six  per  cent.,  currency^ 
on  $3,000,000,  they  shifted  the  responsibility  on  the  State 
at  the  period  above  mentioned,  and  the  sterling  interest 
and  exchange  has  been  since  provided  by  this  Department. 

The  Company  makes  claim  to  a  considerable  sum  alleged 
to  have  been  paid  in  premium  and  exchange  in  the  several 
years  previous  to  1865,  when  gold  was  much  above  par. 
This  claim  was  referred  to  the  last  Legislature  by  my  pre- 
decessor, and  some  action  taken  for  a  settlement  of  tha 
question,  but  was  defeated  for  want  of  time.  It  should  be 
properly  adjusted  and  settled  by  a  reference  to  some  tribunal 
that  will  give  satisfaction  to  both  parties. 

Your  particular  attention  is  called  to  this  subject,  with 
the  hope  that  it  will  receive  your  early  consideration. 

The  prosperous  condition  of  the  State  at  this  time  is  a 
matter  of  congratulation.  After  four  years  of  war,  during 
which  her  borders  were  devastated  and  property  destroyed 
by  contending  armies,  millions  of  dollars  in  slaves  annihi- 
lated, and  over  four  millions  of  dollars   paid  for  bounties  to 
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volunteers  and  drafted  men,  we  find  the  funded  debt  of  the 
State  increased  by  only  six  hundred  and  one  thousand  dol- 
lars. With  the  civil  and  political  rights  of  every  citizen 
assured ;  the  avenues  of  industry  open  to  all ;  an  impetus 
given  to  agriculture,  commerce  and  manufactures,  our  peo- 
ple must  advance  rapidly  on  the  high  road  to  happiness, 
prosperity  and  wealth.
